The  Board  shall  be  the  sole 
authority  and  judge  consistent  with  this  Charter  and  ordinances,  as  to  the  conditions 
under  which  members  of  the  Retirement  System  may  receive  and  may  continue  to 
receive  benefits  under  the  Retirement  System,  and  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the 
administration  and  investment  of  su  h  funds  as  may  be  established.

Qualifications:  The  Advisory  Council  is  not  to  exceed  twenty-two  members  (voting  members),  eleven 
of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  composition  of  the 
other  members  are  as  follows:  eleven  members  appointed  by  the  Commission  on  the 
Aging.  More  than  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  members  of  each  group  of  eleven 
members  shall  be  persons  who  are  60  years  of  age  or  older.

When 
vacancies  occur  due  to  resignation  or  other  causes,  they  shall  be  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  a  person  to  fill  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  by  the  Commission  or 
corresponding  Supervisor. 

The  Advisory  Council  shall  advise  the  Commission  on  the  Aging  on  all  maters 
relating  to  the  development  and  administration  of  its  area  plan  and  the  operations 
conducted  thereunder,  including  needs  assessment,  priorities,  programs,  and  budgets, 
and  such  other  matters  relating  to  the  well-being  of  all  senior  citizens  60  years  of  age 
and  older  within  the  scope  and  spirit  of  Federal,  State  and  local  regulations,  laws  and 
ordinances.  The  Advisory  Council  member  shall  be  responsible  for  representing  the 
needs  and  concerns  of  all  senior  citizens  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
duties  of  which  are  outlined  in  the  Bylaws. 

Council  members  shall  collect  all  appropriate  information  in  order  to  provide  the 
Commission  with  advice  in  the  Commission's  decision-making  on  the  needs, 
assessments,  priorities,  programs  and  budgets  concerning  older  San  Franciscans.

Qualifications:  The  Developmental  Disabilities  Area  Board  consists  of  fifteen  (15)  members,  two  of 
whom  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  composition  of  the  members 
are  as  follows:  two  voting  members  appointed  by  the  governing  body  of  each  county 
(five  counties-Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Marin,  San  Francisco  and  San  Mateo;  ten 
positions,  two  from  each  county)  and  five  members  appointed  by  the  Governor.

Qualifications:  The  Drug  Abuse  Advisory  Board  consists  of  a  total  of  fifteen  (15)  members,  all  of 
whom  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Two  members  shall  be  from  law 
enforcement  and  at  least  two,  but  not  more  than  five,  shall  be  drug  abuse  treatment 
providers.  The  remaining  members  must  be  from  the  general  public.  The  members 
are  comprised  of  persons  who  have  a  professional  interest  in  or  personal  commitment 
to  alleviating  drug  abuse.  Membership  shall  include  representatives  from  various 
social,  economic  and  occupational  groups  and  shall  be  broadly  representative  of  the 
demographic  characteristics  of  San  Francisco.  Appointments  shall  reflect  public 
policy  favoring  a  broadly  constituted  membership  that  reflects  the  diversity  of  the 
general  public  of  San  Francisco,  including  ethnic  minorities,  women,  and  persons 
from  varying  economic  levels.  Membership  shall  be  drawn  from  all  areas  of  the  City 
and  County. 

The  Advisory  Board  shall  not  include  any  person  or  his  spouse  who  is  any  of  the 

following: 

A)  A  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  a  person  on  the  staff  of  a  member  of  the 

Board;  B)  An  employee  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  including  a  therapist  or 

counselor  who  is  paid  by  the  Department  or  who  works  at  a  Department  clinic. 

The  Advisory  Board  shall  not  include  in  excess  of  33-1/3  percent  of  its  membership 
any  person  or  his  or  her  spouse  who  is  any  of  the  following:

Qualifications:  The  Elections  Commission  consists  of  seven  members,  one  of  whom  is  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  is  broadly  representative  of  the  general  public.  The 
composition  of  the  other  members  are  as  follows:  one  member  appointed  by  the 
Mayor;  the  City  Attorney,  the  Public  Defender,  the  District  Attorney,  the  Treasurer, 
and  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District.  The 
member  appointed  by  the  Mayor  shall  have  a  background  in  the  electoral  process.  The 
member  appointed  by  the  City  Attorney  shall  have  a  background  in  elections  law.  The 
member  appointed  by  the  Treasurer  shall  have  a  background  in  financial 
management.

Qualifications:  The  Elections  Task  Force  2001  consists  of  a  total  of  nine  (9)  members,  three  of  whom 
are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Three  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  and  three  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Elections  Commission.  The 
Director  of  Elections  shall  serve  ex  officio  as  a  non-voting  member.  The  members 
shall  have  a  background  in  the  election  process  in  San  Francisco  and  shall  be  broadly 
representative  of  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Within  60  days  following  publication  of  the  decennial  federal  census  in  the  year  2000 
and  every  decennial  (10  year)  federal  census  after  that,  the  Director  of  Elections  shall 
report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  whether  the  existing  districts  continue  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  federal  and  state  law  and  the  criteria  for  drawing  districts  lines  set 
in  the  Charter.    If  it  is  determined  that  any  of  the  districts  are  not  in  compliance,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  by  ordinance  shall  convene  and  fund  the  nine-member  elections 
task  force. 

The  Elections  Task  Force  shall  be  responsible  for  redrawing  supervisorial  district  lines 
in  accordance  with  the  law,  and  shall  make  adjustments  as  appropriate  based  on  public 
input  at  public  hearings.  Districts  must  conform  to  all  legal  requirements,  including 
the  requirement  that  they  be  equal  in  population.  Population  variations  between 
districts  should  be  limited  to  one  percent  from  the  statistical  mean  unless  additional

The  Commission 
provides  open  access  to  public  records  in  ethics-related  matters.  The  Commission  acts 
as  filing  officer  for,  and  auditor  of,  financial  disclosure  statements  filed  by  political 
candidates  and  committees  and  designated  City  and  County  employees.  The 
Commission  assesses  fees  and  penalties  for  failure  to  adhere  to  deadlines  and 
requirements,  audits  statements  to  ensure  compliance  with  contribution  limits, 
administers  an  education  program,  and  produces 

educational  materials.  It  also  oversees  registration  and  regulation  of  lobbyists, 
investigates  ethics  complaints,  provides  advice  on  ethical  matters  and  publishes 
statistical  reports.

Within  60  days  following  publication  of  the  decennial  federal  census  in  the  year  2000 
and  every  decennial  (10  year)  federal  census  after  that,  the  Director  of  Elections  shall 
report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  whether  the  existing  districts  continue  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  federal  and  state  law  and  the  criteria  for  drawing  districts  lines  set 
in  the  Charter.    If  it  is  determined  that  any  of  the  districts  are  not  in  compliance,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  by  ordinance  shall  convene  and  fund  the  nine-member  elections 
task  force. 

The  Elections  Task  Force  shall  be  responsible  for  redrawing  supervisorial  district  lines 
in  accordance  with  the  law,  and  shall  make  adjustments  as  appropriate  based  on  public 
input  at  public  hearings.

The  voting  members  in  Categories  1  through  5.  above,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  appoint  one  member  in 
each  of  these  categories  and  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  one  member  in  each  of  these 
categories.  With  respect  to  the  voting  members  in  Category  6.  each  member  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  shall  appoint  one  member  to  the  Task  Force  and  may  give 
preference  to  individuals  residing  in  his  or  her  respective  Supervisorial  District.

Qualifications:  The  Western  SoMa  Citizens'  Planning  Task  Force  consists  of  26  members:  20 

members  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  three  members  appointed  by  the 
District  6  Supervisor;  one  appointed  by  the  Planning  Director;  one  appointed  by  the 
Director  of  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority;  and  one  appointed  by 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  Western  SoMa  Citizens'  Planning  Task  Force  is  established  to  advise  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  Planning  Commission  on  planning  for  western  SoMa  and  to  carry 
out  the  following  duties:  (a)  using  existing  zoning  as  the  starting  point  for  an  analysis 
of  land  use  decisions  that  will  shape  the  future  of  the  entire  community;  (b)  map  and 
evaluate  existing  Residential  Enclave  Districts  (REDs)  and  consider  modifications  to 
existing  RED  zoning  map  boundaries;  (c)  recommend  basic  RED  preservation  policies 
including  height,  density  and  design  guidelines;  (d)  map  and  evaluate  land  uses 
proximate  to  existing  and  proposed  REDs  and  develop  basic  height,  density  and 
design  guidelines  in  order  to  provide  a  buffer  between  REDs  and  areas  where  more

The  other  four  members  are  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  including:  a  structural  engineer,  a 
licensed  architect,  a  residential  builder,  and  a  representative  of  a  community-based 
non-profit  housing  development  corporation,  a  residential  tenant,  a  residential 
landlord,  and  a  member  of  the  general  public.
